To the Inhabitants of the Town of Goffstown, in the County 
of Hillsborough, in said State, Qualified to Vote in Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine 
o clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for 
the ensuing year. 

2. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the support of schools, for the maintenance 
of the poor, for the repair; of roads and bridges, and for 
Memorial Day. 

3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise for 
the Rogers Free Library. 

4. ‘To see if the town will comply with the provisions of 
the law for the purpose of procuring state aid for highways. 

5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 

for improvements in cemeteries. 

6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote for the 
erection of a soldiers’ monument. 

7. ‘To see if the town will vote to place a stone curb- 
ing on the south side of the Central Square lot, north of the 
hotel, and appropriate money for the same. 

8. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
to divide the town into twenty highway districts, and appoint 
in each district one man as highway surveyor, agreeable to a 
petition of W. L. Roberts, and others. 

9. ‘I'd see if the town will vote to place suitable fire 
escapes on the-town falls and appropriate money for the 
same. 

10. Vo hear the report of the special committee ap- 

pointed to investigate in regard to libraries, and pass any vote 

relative thereto.

11. To see if the town will vote to build a public library 
and memorial hall, and appropriate money for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to purchase a sidewalk 
scraper, to be used at Grasmere, and appropriate money for 
the same. 

13. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and commit- 
tees and pass any vote relative thereto. 

14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH, 


The board of health has had a busy year in many ways. 
Quite an epidemic of diphtheria broke out and eleven cases 
were reported to the board. There has been reported twenty- 
five cases of tuberculosis, one of measles, and one of typhoid 
fever. An analysis of the water supplied the village has been 
made and the report has been very satisfactory. The build- 
‘ing of the new reservoir and the shutting out of a stream 
that colored and contaminated the water supply has resulted 
in an improvement both of the color and purity of the supply. 
The precinct needs very much an extension of its sewerage 
system. A good beginning has been made on the south side 
of the river, and this should be extended at once. Many 
have now‘added bathrooms to their houses, and the only 
proper way to dispose of the waste is through a competent 
system of sewers.. There is also great need of a place to use 
as a public dump for refuse, and one has been asked for, but 
none as yet provided. Your board of health has studied the 
sanitary condition of the town with much thoroughness, and 
feel that what they ask for should be furnished. Our thanks 
are due the selectmen, who have seconded all our efforts to 
keep the village clean and healthy.

In presenting this, the fourteenth annual report, we wish 
to thank the citizens ofthe town for the appropriation which 
they placed in the hands of the trustees at the last town 
meeting.

During the past year we 
have extended the water pipes through the yard at Grasmere 
at a cost of one hundred dollars. Three new lines of water 
pipe have been Jaid, quite a large addition graded and added 
to the lawn, which was commenced one year ago, and an ex- 
tension of about fifty feet added to the water course in the - 
ravine at the Village cemetery. The yards have been mowed 
over twice, and several of the stones have been reset. 

We have endeavored to keep the yards as neat and attrac- 
tive in appearance as we could, but we realize that there is a 
great chance for improvement. We are pleased to: note that 
each year the citizens of the town generally are taking more 
interest in having the last resting-place of their friends fixed 
up and better cared for. . 

The trustees wish to return their thanks to the efficient 
committee of the Unity Club who have labored so earnestly 
in the noble work of beautifying our cemetery, and we hope 
the work of which the Unity Club was the instigator may be 

* continued.

REPORT OF SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 1. 


To the Inhabitants of Special District No. 1: 

Your school board beg leave to submit the following report. 
We were obliged at the beginning of the year to start out 
with an entire new list of teachers in the High school: Mr. 
Walker left for a school in Vermont, Miss Clough to study 
for a year in Europe, and Miss Anderson to a better position 
in Massachusetts. They were all good teachers and we wish 
them success. We were fortunate in securing for our prin- 
cipal, Mr. Robinson of Fall River, Mass., a teacher of experi- 
ence; Miss Ford of Cambridge, Mass., for first assistant, and 
Miss Tay of Waltham for second assistant. And while the 
work of these teachers can only be summed up by the results 
at the close of the year, yet we have reason to feel that the 
school will be kept up to its high standard. The other 
schools have been under the charge of the old teachers: Miss 


Lucas in the grammar school, Miss Fletcher in the inter- — 
mediate, Miss Warren in the upper primary, and Miss Seruton ~ 


in the lower primary, and all have done good work. 

The policy of the board in building up the school has been 
adhered to, and this year we have added a splendid physical 
equipment to the school, and in physics and chemistry we 
are as well equipped as any school of our class. The book 
bill has been high for two reasons: many of the books were 
worn out and the classes have increased in size, our success 
in drawing in pupils from outside the district having been 
very gratifying, The discouraging feature of the schoolwork 


has been the lack of interest on the part of the parents. We 
know of nothing where so much money is spent and so little | 


interest taken in seeing what use is made of it, as in our 
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schools. Every parent who has a child in school and every 
taxpayer should at least visit,the school once each term. If 
you would, both scholars and teachers would be stimulated to 


harder work, and all be benefited.
